There are now forty women in the 
Home. Some of them are old ladie3 
who ean only do an occasional day's 
work. The Home is quite a boon 
to them. 

To Be Enlarged 

It is planned to extend the ac- 
commodation of this useful Insti- 
tution soon, and Commandant Tay- 
lor will be very glad when the ex- 
tensions are made, for the need is 
truly great and pressing. 

At Divisional Headquarters wc 
looked in at Colonel Jacobs, the 
Resident Immigration Secretary', 
and found him deeply .immersed in 
the business of his Department. The 
Colonel studies the interests of those 
who have come to Canada under 
Army auspices, or who arc coming, 
and "is particularly concerned at 
present in domestics and child im- 
migrants.
